Many people think of yoga

as exercise For the limber- 
limbed young. So you may be 
happily surprised to learn that 
yoga can help stroke survivors 
improve their balance and 
become more active—even if 
they start practicing yoga long 
after their strokes occurred. 

This news from a small but 
encouraging study is impor¬ 
tant because stroke victims 
often are left with long-term 
balance problems that contrib¬ 
ute to disability and increase 
the risk for potentially fatal 
falls. What’s more, the study 
results challenge the discour- 
aging yet common notion that 
significant improvement in 
motor skills is unlikely when 
more than six months have 
passed since a patient’s stroke. 

Study scoop: Participants 
included 47 adults, average 
age 63, who had suffered 
strokes anywhere from six

The government could get much more of your money 


If you have more than $ 1 mil¬ 
lion in assets, an important dead¬ 
line is fast approaching to take 
advantage of some of the most 
generous estate tax rules of the 
past century. Until December 31, 
2012, the rules say, it is possible 
to transfer up to $5.12 million of 
your estate (and twice that 
amount for couples) free of fed¬ 
eral tax. Next year, unless the 
sharply divided Congress extends 
the current rules or enacts new 
ones, the lifetime exemption 
drops to just $1 million. The 
federal estate tax on assets over 
that limit would spike from the 
current 35% tax rate to 55%, and 
that’s not even including estate 
taxes imposed by individual 
states. 

What to do: If you have a 
small estate (substantially under 
$1 million), you don’t need to 
take action, because any new leg¬ 
islation is unlikely to require your 
estate to be taxed unless it grows 
substantially. But if your estate is 
larger than that, consider making 
gifts to loved ones of up to $5.12 
million in assets by year-end and/ 
or transferring up to that amount 


to an irrevocable trust. 

How irrevocable trusts work: 
They are legal agreements that 
allow you to transfer your assets 
so that they are no longer part of 
your estate. Those transferred 
assets can range from stocks, 
bonds and real estate to your life 
insurance policy and shares in 
your business. Any future gains 
on those assets also escape the 
estate tax. You choose the trust¬ 
ee—typically a spouse or other 
relative, a friend or a bank (which 
may charge an annual fee of 
$3,000 to $5,000 or more, or 1% 
of the value of the assets). You 
also designate the beneficiaries 
and the specific terms of the 
trust, such as when the beneficia¬ 
ries get control of the assets. How 
much you transfer to the trust 
will depend on your own future 
financial needs, because once 
transferred, those assets are no 
longer yours to directly control or 
withdraw. Example: if you trans¬ 
fer stocks and bonds, the trust 
owns the investments. The trust¬ 
ee decides when to sell them if at 
all and how to reinvest or distrib¬ 
ute the assets. 


Among the advantages of 
using a trust: The assets are pro¬ 
tected from creditors and divorce 
settlements. 

If parting with assets makes 
you feel vulnerable or fearful that 
you will someday need the 
money, consider doing the fol¬ 
lowing. .. 

Put only non-income—pro¬ 
ducing assets, such as investments 
in land and works of art, in the 
trust rather than more liquid 
assets such as stocks. 

Create a qualified personal 
residence trust (QPRT), which 
allows you to give your home to 
beneficiaries at a discount to cur¬ 
rent market value and transfer 
future appreciation in the home’s 
value free of taxes. You are allowed 
to remain in the house for a 
defined period of time. 

Typical cost to create an irre¬ 
vocable trust: $5,000 and up, 
depending on the complexity of 
your estate plans. It can take one 
to two months to draft the proper 
legal documents and do apprais¬ 
als and valuations of businesses 
and properties.

American Indians and Pilgrims celebrate first Thanksgiving together 


We generally think of Thanks¬ 
giving as a uniquely American 
holiday, but there's actually a 
long tradition of harvest-time cel¬ 
ebrations and thanksgiving cele¬ 
brations. 

Every autumn, the ancient 
Greeks enjoyed a three-day festi¬ 
val to honor Demeter, the god¬ 
dess of corn and grains. The 
Romans had a similar celebration 
in which they honored Ceres, the 
goddess of corn (the word "cere¬ 
al" is derived from her name). 
The Roman celebration included 
music, parades, games, sports and 
a feast, much like modern 
Thanksgiving. 

In fact, one of the most prom¬ 
inent Thanksgiving symbols, the 
cornucopia, actually dates back to 
the ancient Greeks and Romans. 
The term (generally describing a 
horn-shaped basket filled with 
fruit, flowers and other goodies) 
comes from the Latin cornu copi- 
ae, literally "horn of plenty." In 
Greek mythology, the cornucopia 
is an enchanted severed goat's 
horn, created by Zeus to produce 
a never-ending supply of whatev¬ 
er the owner desires. 

The ancient Chinese held a 
harvest festival called Chung 
Ch'ui to celebrate the harvest 
moon. Families would get togeth¬ 
er for a feast, which included 
round yellow cakes called "moon 
cakes." 

In the Jewish culture, families 
also celebrate a harvest festival, 
Sukkot. This festival has been 
celebrated for 3,000 years by 
building a hut of branches called 
a Sukkot. Jewish families then eat 
their meals beneath the Sukkot 
under the night sky for eight 
days. The ancient Egyptians par¬ 
ticipated in a harvest festival in 
honor of Min, the god of vegeta¬ 
tion and fertility. Parades, music 
and sports were a part of the fes¬ 
tivities. 

In the British Isles, the major 
Thanksgiving forerunner was a 
harvest festival called Lammas 
Day, named for the Old English 
words for "loaf" and "mass." On 
Lammas Day, everyone would 
come to church with a loaf of 
bread made from the first wheat 
harvest. The church would bless 
the bread, in thanks for that 
year's harvest. 

Thanksgiving day is also relat¬ 
ed to the English Puritan's prac¬ 
tice of setting apart individual 


days of thanksgiving. These high¬ 
ly religious occasions usually fol¬ 
lowed times of great difficulty: 
The Puritans would praise God 
in thanks for enduring a hard¬ 
ship. In practice, American 
Thanksgiving isn't a religious 
occasion, but it is centered 
around gratitude. 

In the 1500s England broke 
away from the Roman Catholic 
Church and created a new church 
called the Church of England. 
Everyone in England had to 
belong to the church. There was a 
group of people called Separatists 
that wanted to separate from the 
Church of England. 

The Separatists, under the 
leadership of William Bradford, 
decided to leave England and 
start a settlement of their own so 
that they could practice their reli¬ 
gion freely. Bradford went to the 
Virginia Company and asked 
them for permission to establish a 
new colony in Virginia. The Vir¬ 
ginia Company agreed, so the 
Pilgrims set sail on the Mayflower 
in September 1620 towards Vir¬ 
ginia. 

The Pilgrims had a long and 
difficult journey across the Atlan¬ 
tic Ocean. A storm blew them off 
course so instead of landing in 
Virginia, they landed further 
north in Cape Cod. The Pilgrims 
decided to settle in this area and 
called it Plymouth. There was a 
problem with them staying; there 
was no form of government to 
follow. 

The Virginia Company had 
given the Pilgrims a charter to 
settle in Virginia. The charter was 
not valid for Plymouth. The men 
aboard the Mayflower decided 
that they would write a plan of 
government for their colony. The 
plan of government became 
known as the Mayflower Com¬ 
pact. The men agreed to consult 
each other about the laws for the 
colony, and they promised to 
work together to make the colony 
succeed. All the men signed the 
document. Women were not 
allowed to participate. 

The Pilgrims finally stepped 
foot on land in November of 
1620. This was not the best time 
to establish a colony. It was very 
difficult for the Pilgrims to find 
food and shelter in the middle of 
winter. By the time spring arrived, 
half of the colonists had died. 

On March 16, 1621, an 


Abnaki Indian named Samoset 
entered the Plymouth settlement. 
He welcomed the Pilgrims in 
English, and the next day 
returned with another American 
Indian named Squanto, who 
spoke English well. With Squan- 
to's help, the Pilgrims were able 
to survive in the New World. He 
taught them how to get sap out of 
the maple trees, how to avoid 
plants that were poisonous and 
how to plant corn and other 
crops. 

The harvest was very success¬ 
ful, due in large part to help from 
the American Indians. The Pil¬ 
grims had enough food for the 
winter and had learned how to 
survive in the New World. Plym¬ 
outh Colony's Governor, Wil¬ 
liam Bradford, decided to throw a 
celebratory feast and invited the 
colony's American Indian neigh¬ 
bors to take part. The American 
Indians brought food as well, and 
the celebration lasted for three 
days. 

Historians believe that this 
celebration took place sometime 
in the fall. And although there are 
very few clues to reconstruct the 
feast, some scholars believe that 
food items, like venison and fish, 
were the main sources of protein, 
rather than turkey. It's also 
thought that the food preparation 
would have been greatly influ¬ 
enced by American Indian tradi¬ 
tions since the Pilgrims had been 
instructed by American Indians 
on how to cultivate and cook 


items. 

In 1630 another group left 
England in search of religious 
freedom. This group was called 
the Puritans. The Puritans want¬ 
ed to leave the Church of Eng¬ 
land to become pure by getting 
rid of Catholic practices. The 
Puritans did not want to separate 
entirely from the Church of Eng¬ 
land; they wanted to make 
reforms or changes. King Charles 
I would threaten the Puritans 


with harsh punishments if they 
did not obey the Church of Eng¬ 
land; therefore, they sought free¬ 
dom in America. 

The Puritans received a char¬ 
ter from the Massachusetts Bay 
Company to settle land in New 
England. John Winthrop led 
approximately 1,000 Puritans to 
America and established the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Bay Colony. The colo¬ 
nists wanted to base the colony 
on the laws of God. They believed 
that God would protect them if 
they obeyed his laws. Winthrop 
wanted to make this colony a 
model for all other colonies to 
follow. Like the other colonies, 
the Massachusetts Bay Colony 
established a government. All 
men who were church members 
were able to vote for governor 
and for representatives to the 
General Court. The General 
Court would then make laws for 
the good of the colony. 

Roanoke Island, Jamestown, 
Plymouth, and Massachusetts 
Bay Colony were the earliest of 
the English settlements. They 
paved the way for further colo¬ 
nies to develop. 

Many view the first Thanks¬ 
giving as an example of the pos¬ 
sibility of great respect and coop¬ 
eration between two different 
cultures. But others see it as a 
symbol of the colonists' eventual 
persecution of the American 
Indians. Sadly, the friendly spirit 
of the first Thanksgiving and the 
50-years period of peace that fol¬ 
lowed is one exception in a long 
history of bloodshed between 
Native American tribes and 
European settlers. 

In 1970, some American 
Indians began observing a Day of 
Mourning on Thanksgiving Day 
to remember the violence and 
discrimination suffered by their 
ancestors. The Day of Mourning 
is observed by gathering at the 
top of "Coles Hill," which over¬ 
looks Plymouth Rock.

Each Thanksgiving, the Presi¬ 
dent “pardons” a hand-selected 
turkey, sparing the bird from 
someone’s dinner table and ensur¬ 
ing the rest of its days are spent 
roaming on a farm, doing what¬ 
ever it is turkeys love to do. 
Twenty-two turkeys have been 
pardoned, and today, President 
Obama will pardon one more. 

You’re probably wondering: 
Where did this very serious busi¬ 
ness of the presidential turkey 
pardon come from anyway? 

Americans have been sending 
the president turkeys for the holi¬ 
days since at least the 19th cen¬ 
tury. Beginning in 1873 during 
Grant’s presidency, a Rhode 
Island man named Horace Vose 
was responsible for “selecting 
with the utmost care” the “noblest 
gobbler in all that little state” for 
the president’s Thanksgiving din¬ 
ner, a tradition he carried out for 
more than 25 years according to 
The New York Times. In 1947, 
the National Turkey Federation 
took on the role of official turkey 
supplier to the president, deliver¬ 
ing a 47-pound bird in time for 
the Christmas holiday. 

That year, the White House 
also began holding a turkey 
receiving ceremony, usually in the 
Rose Garden, providing a photo 
op that many confuse with the 
beginning of the pardoning tradi¬ 
tion. Back then, however, birds 
were more likely to be destined 
for the White House dining table 
than the easy life on a farm. In 
1948, President Truman said he 
would take the gifted turkey 
home to Independence, Missouri, 
where his 25 relatives “require a 
lot.” 

So then when did the pardon¬ 
ing start? Here’s where it gets 
tricky. Tales of spared turkeys 


date back to the Lincoln days. 
According to one story, Lincoln’s 
son Tad begged his father to write 
out a presidential pardon for the 
bird meant for the family’s Christ¬ 
mas table, arguing it had as much 
a right to live as anyone. Lincoln 
acquiesced and the turkey lived. 

In 1963, President Kennedy 
decided to send that year’s gift 
from the National Turkey Federa¬ 
tion back to the farm where it 
came from. “We’ll just let this one 
grow,” he said. Sometime around 
the Nixon administration, the 
president began sending the tur¬ 
key to a petting farm near Wash¬ 
ington after holding the tradi¬ 
tional receiving ceremony and 
photo op, although no formal 
pardon was given. 

President George H.W. Bush 
was the first to actually offer a 
turkey pardon. On November 14, 
1989, he announced that year’s 
bird had “been granted a presi¬ 
dential pardon as of right now.” 
He sent the turkey on his way to 
the perhaps unfortunately named 
Frying Pan Park in Herndon, 
Virginia, and with that, a tradi¬ 
tion was born. 

Since taking office, President 
Obama has pardoned two tur¬ 
keys, although in 2009, he admit¬ 
ted Courage, that year’s top tur¬ 
key, came dangerously close to 
gracing the White House table. 
“Thanks to the intervention of 
Malia and Sasha - because I was 
ready to eat this sucker — Courage 
will also be spared this terrible 
and delicious fate." 


"I'm told Presidents Eisenhower 
and Johnson actually ate their 
turkeys," Obama said. "You can't 
fault them for that; that's a good- 
looking bird."

What it is the true meaning of being an American veteran? 


The life altering decision to join the military comes with 
much that is never heard nor seen by the general public. 
Much of this commitment is both physically and mentally life 
altering. For many veterans’, they carry their memories inter¬ 
nally within their head and may on occasion share them with 
friends, family or in general conversation. Many do not! So, 
what does it mean to be a veteran? 

Being a veteran means lying in your bedroom all night in 
fear as an 18 year old without sleeping knowing that you’re 
shipping off to Parris Island, South Carolina to start your 
Marine Corps career in a few hours. 

Being a veteran means having your heart beat well beyond 
its MHR (maximum heart rate) as that first drill instructor 
steps on the bus screaming at an octave you’ve never heard 
before and telling you that you have ten seconds to get off of 
the bus and line up on the little yellow footprints outside of 
the bus. 

Being a veteran means jumping into bed at perfectly rigid 
attention each night on a bed with perfectly folded corners 
that you could bounce a quarter off of. While lying in the top 
bunk of that metal grey bunk bed on a 100% wool blanket 
that is itching the hell out of your back, you and 70-85 
other guys sing in unison the Marine Corp Hymn followed 
by Amazing Grace each night as you go to bed. 

Being a veteran means sitting in Korea one day during a 
ten-day field exercise and waking up to a snowstorm and los¬ 
ing all feeling or movement sensation and/or abilities in both 
of your feet for four to five hours from having borderline 
frostbite. 

Being a veteran means countless live fire exercises for 
which little to no hearing protection was used or available. It 
also means sitting on top of a main battle tank on one of these 
occasions while it fires off its main gun. This and countless 
years more of the same leads to a life of always having to 
explain to people that you didn’t quite hear what they just 
said. 

Being a veteran means finding out in excruciating pain 
that your lung had spontaneously collapsed while you were 
going through an age old Navy crossing the equator tradition 
called (shellback ceremony) which involved you being so 
physically abused and humiliated that it’s actually funny to 
look back on now. You finished but spend the next five days 
in the hospital as your lung re-inflates. 

Being a veteran means having surgery to your right knee 
from a golf ball sized blood clot which you proudly received 
while practicing hand to hand combat with your platoon one 
day. 

Being a veteran means countless nights and years of 
adventure stories of wild drinking and partying all over the 
Pacific which lead to borderline alcoholism as a young adult. 

Being a veteran means seeing your family for one time 
only for 30 days during your first four years in service due to 
being stationed in Hawaii and your starting pay at that time 
was only $510 a month. 

Being a veteran means spending two Christmases sitting 
in a bar in the Philippines and two others sitting on the beach 
in Hawaii all away from family. 

Being a veteran means making that ultimate decision to 
leave the service and then going back home to a snail pace 
environment where you just don’t seem to fit in socially, emo¬ 
tionally, or mentally. 

Being a veteran means bouncing around from job to job 
for four years and coming close to committing suicide as a last 
resort if getting back into the service didn’t work out. 

Being a veteran means feeling the absolute pride, joy, 
exhilaration and emotional gratification of getting back into 
the service, Army this time, and graduating from Airborne 
School and being stationed in the famed 82nd Airborne Divi¬ 
sion. 

Being a veteran means knowing that you’ve broken your 


foot on the third day of a 30-day long leadership training 
course at Ft. Bragg, N.C. and refusing to seek medical atten¬ 
tion or dropping from the course because you will not embar¬ 
rass your unit or go through the self humiliation of dropping 
from the course. You complete the remainder of the course 
running three - five miles a day and even parachute jump 
from helicopter on this same broken foot. One week after 
graduating from the course your foot is in a cast and you 
eventually have surgery on the foot two years later. 

Being a veteran means the absolute pride of being selected 
to the color guard team and having the ultimate honor of 
carrying the Army flag with all of its battle streamers as part 
of that color guard team during the 82nd Airborne Division 
All American Review. Standing directly in front of you is the 
Division Commander and thousands of spectators and know¬ 
ing that 14,400 of America’s finest paratroopers are standing 
directly behind you enables you to withstand the mind bog¬ 
gling pain and suffering that it takes to hold that flag for four 
Vi hours during the ceremony. Sheer willpower and the sup¬ 
port of comrades standing next to you help you to prevail in 
holding an extremely heavy flag with one arm in a stiff breeze 
one very hot and humid day in the North Carolina sun. After 
the ceremony, you literally have to have a couple of friends 
help you pry your fingers from the flag pole as your hand will 
not open on its own. 

Being a veteran means meeting your future wife, best 
friend, companion, and mother to your children while on a 
four-day weekend pass. Then abruptly shipping off to the first 
Gulf War on a dimes notice and proudly supporting your 
country for what you’ve trained for and prepared for your 
whole adult life and knowing at the same time that you will 
now be separated from that same joyous person that you just 
became acquainted with. 

Being a veteran means driving along in a five ton truck 
the first day of the ground war and looking off to the side at 
the many small craters all around you and wondering what 
the small black things are and then realization hits you. 
You’re driving around and over top of unexploded munitions 
which came from a Multiple Launch Rocket System attack 
earlier in the day. Too funny huh! 

Being a veteran means driving along that same day and 
hearing a screaming incoming 105 Howitzer round coming 
in and it lands less than 50 — 75 yards from you and luckily 
doesn’t explode. Whew, that was close. 

Being a veteran means giving up on your lifelong dreams 
of becoming a Special Forces soldier (Green Beret) in order to 
commit to your new wife. You then volunteer yourself to be 
transferred closer to home to The Third Infantry “The Old 
Guard,” the unit responsible for all parades and ceremonies in 
the DC area and all funerals at Arlington National Cemetery. 

Being a veteran means dressing in authentic colonial 
uniforms made of 100% heavy wool while wearing a colonial 
wig and hat and performing countless ceremonies in 95 
degree DC weather in August with 100% humidity which 
typically last for an hour to and one and a half and you abso¬ 
lutely cannot move and inch. The burning and blinding pain 
of sweat in your eyes and bee’s either buzzing your face or 
crawling on them and knowing you’re forbidden to do any¬ 
thing about it because movement of any kind would be a 
huge embarrassment to the unit, organization, and/or the 
Army during these high profile and very public visible cere¬ 
monies. Even being in top physical condition running five - 
eight miles a day you can lose three - four pounds during one 
of these ceremonies. 

Being a veteran means the pride of having your new 
pregnant wife with you when you re-enlist with an American 
flag at the ready at the steps of the Lincoln Memorial with the 
Washington Monument and the Capital in the background. 

Being a veteran means that you take part in well over a 
100 funerals in your three years in The Old Guard many at 


Arlington National Cemetery. Additionally out of these 
funerals, you present the flag to the next of kin roughly 60 
times or so during very somber yet emotional military funer¬ 
als in the surrounding DC area. 

Being a veteran means the unbelievable joy at becoming 
a father and knowing that your priorities in life are changing. 
Again, you make a sacrifice for the family which hurts your 
career mobility and enables you to stay closer to home. The 
recruiting career begins. 

Being a veteran means years and years of ungodly mental 
and emotional stress which is forced upon you to meet the 
quota’s which the Army Recruiting Command needs to sus¬ 
tain itself. 

Being a veteran means during one three-year stretch of 
time during your recruiting career you work from 8 a.m.- 
9:30/10:30 p.m. each day M-F and Saturday from 9 a.m. - 6 
p.m. Don’t forget to add in the 45 minutes for the drive to 
work and home each day on top of these hours. 

Being a veteran means 35 NCO (Non Commissioned 
Officers) recruiters being called into work for a company 
formation in uniform at 11:30 p.m. one night, on a Sunday 
night, so that your company commander can try to impose 
his will upon you as in the words of the commander “the 
company needs two more enlistments the following day 
(which in this case would start in about 30 minutes) to make 
mission for the month and my OER (officer evaluation 
report) is due at the end of this month and I need for you all 
to make mission in order for me to get a great performance 
rating”. It’s unbelievable, the sheer stupidity, ignorance and 
mentality of some people. 

Being a veteran means the pain that comes from knowing 
as a father, that because I’m not around due to Army working 
hours, my wife has had to teach my two boys how to ride 
bikes, throw baseballs, etc. These are unbelievable painful 
thoughts that one lives with and can never get back. 

Being a veteran means driving back from the military 
entrance processing station on five or six occasions with a 
young woman crying hysterically next to you because she’s 
about to be dropped at home and has to explain to her par¬ 
ents that the reason she couldn’t join the military is because 
she just found out she’s pregnant. 

Being a veteran means in the course of making your cold 
phone calls to high seniors from acquired school lists, you on 
five or six different occasions call a house asking for a kid in 
your standard high enthusiastic recruiter voice only to hear 
dead silence at the other end of the phone. After the mother 
or father realizes who you are and why you’re calling, they 
inform you that their son or daughter had been killed in a car 
accident a few months earlier and you didn’t know about it. 
The unbelievable guilt associated with knowing what you just 
did to this family when they may have begun to have a nor¬ 
malized life and out of the blue someone calls asking for their 
deceased kid messes you up mentally and emotionally for 
weeks. 

Being a veteran means a breath of fresh air when you get 
selected to transfer into health care recruiting and are chosen 
to run the entire New England Health Care Recruiting Team. 

Being a veteran means signing for Army housing in Mas¬ 
sachusetts with a clause in the agreement which states the 
house is full of lead paint because it’s so old. 

Being a veteran means walking around on major college/ 
university campuses and having gay/lesbian advocacy rights 
groups harass, verbally abuse and occasionally threaten you 
over a DoD policy for which you had nothing to do with. 

Being a veteran means planning your retirement and 
moving your wife and two kids home a year in advance to 
locate and settle into your home community only to find out 
later that the Army has stop loss you. You end up spending 
two years separated from your wife and kids as a geographical 
bachelor because of this only getting to fly and/or drive home 


once maybe twice a month during this two year stretch. 

Being a veteran means agreeing to stay beyond twenty 
years in order to get transferred back home and becoming the 
Recruiter Trainer for your battalion. 

Being a veteran means while you were stationed in Boston 
as a geo-bachelor, your adjoining roommate, a Marine Corp 
Master Sergeant, who also is getting ready to retire and has 
moved his family home and is currently assigned as the casu¬ 
alty assistance liaison in the Boston area for USMC combat 
deaths. Each time a death notice comes in; he begins to crack 
a little more from the stress of delivering the death notices in 
person to grief stricken families. You get a case of beer and sit 
around all night drinking with him each time while he talks 
and occasional cries and you support him because this is a 
grieving comrade in arms. 

Being a veteran means coming home from work one day 
to a note under my door that my USMC buddy had to rush 
back home because his wife and kids were involved in a head 
on auto collision. When he finally came back weeks later, he 
tells you the car that veered across the lane and almost wiped 
out his family was a car load of illegal immigrants who disap¬ 
peared the next day never to be seen from again and he now 
has to deal with multiple expensive bills because of no car 
insurance etc. for the other car. 

Being a veteran means finally getting to that all important 
retirement date and having saved vacation days for years to 
have a three month transition time and you start applying for 
civilian/federal jobs only to find out that your skill set and/or 
background or the fact that you’re a veteran is preventing you 
from even landing any interviews. 

Being a veteran means the gratefulness you feel towards 
the person who gave you a chance to showcase your talents 
and was the first person who hired you as a nurse recruiter 
because he knew the value and skill set you would bring to the 
job. Thanks TG! 

Being a veteran means the satisfaction you felt after 
quickly earning the respect of all the nurse managers within 
your hospital as you were quickly embraced as an equal 
amongst them from your hard work and dedication. 

Being a veteran means that as an employee of the Veter¬ 
an’s Healthcare Administration, you now get the chance to 
pay it forward (hard work, dedication to duty, integrity to the 
mission, and the ability to relate to veteran’s as you’ve walked 
a mile in their shoe’s) to all of the past, present, and future 
veterans who have similar stories locked deep within their 
heads. 

So, “What does being a veteran mean”? It means extreme 
sacrifice by yourself and your family. It also means all of the 
above to include the equally all important sacrifices that your 
wife and kids have endured along the way sharing in your 
pain and anguish. It means that families sacrifice as much if 
not more along this journey and many times are shunned in 
the communities for which we live and work. It means fami¬ 
lies never get the recognition for their support and many 
times don’t receive the same assistance that the veteran 
receives. It means that you still to this day get major goose 
bumps on opening day at football home openers when the 
military fly by takes place and the national anthem is sung. It 
means you take it seriously when you fly your American flag 
outside of your house on the 4th of July and Memorial Day. 
It means even though your body is riddled with multiple 
problems, aches, and pains, you would do it all over again in 
a heartbeat. Why because you deeply love this country of 
ours and you’re damn proud of it; our past, present, and 
future military members and all of the sacrifices that have 
been made by them and their families for us to live in this 
great country and share in the freedoms for which we’re 
privileged enough to have and for which veterans make these 
ultimate sacrifices. 

That’s what it means to be a veteran.

What’s Bubbling in Our Souls 

Today is National Embarrass 
Your Children Day. Who am I kid¬ 
ding? Every day is National Embar¬ 
rass Your Children Day. 

For some reason, this morning I 
was remembering a song my son Jer¬ 
emy came home from Vacation Bible 
School singing about 25 years ago. 
He had not yet mastered the lyrics. 
Sitting in the car, his macaroni and 
paper plate craft in his lap, a bright 
smile on his face, he sang: 

“It’s bubbling. It’s bubbling. It’s 
bubbling in my soul! 

I’m singing and laughing since Jesus 
made me whole! 

Folks can’t understand me, and I can’t 
get it right. 

It’s bubbling, bubbling, bub¬ 
bling, bubbling, bubbling, day and 
night.” 

I know how he feels. Don’t you? 

Marilynne Robinson, author of 
such extraordinary novels as Gilead 
and Home, in a collection of essays 
titled, The Death of Adam, reflects 
on what’s bubbling in our souls. In 
her essay, “Facing Reality,” in which 
she explores truth and fiction in life 
and letters, she writes (and I’m catch¬ 
ing her here in mid-flow): 

“Nor do we indulge in the false¬ 
hood that we can make ourselves 
secure, even while desperate effort is 
clearly assumed to be the appropriate 
response to our condition. We are 
busy as rodents. But this is for the 
most part not real purpose, merely 

anxiety expending itself_ Anxiety- 

driven people are right to be anxious. 
They are prone to stress and burnout, 
to illness and early death. They have 
trouble creating satisfactory friend¬ 
ships and families. What if they have 
misappropriated their time just suffi¬ 
ciently to allow their children to 
become ominous strangers? What if 
they have made a too single-minded 
investment of their lives, and then

the market for their skills plunges? 
These things happen - anyone who 
has ever glanced at a newspaper 
knows it. They are right to lie awake. 
The truth to which all this fiction 
refers, from which it takes its author¬ 
ity, is the very oldest truth, right out 
of Genesis. We are not at ease in the 
world, and sooner or later it kills us” 
(Robinson, The Death of Adam: 
Essays on Modern Thought, Picador, 
1998/2005, p. 81). 

Fictional literature, from this per¬ 
spective, might be seen as one of the 
last refuges of truth in our culture - a 
culture in which “reality” has become 
an adjectival modifier for a particu¬ 
larly bogus genre of television enter¬ 
tainment. But the larger point Rob¬ 
inson is making takes us back to 
five-year-old Jeremy’s misremem- 
bered song. The thing that is bub¬ 
bling in our souls, the thing that 
motivates, drives, compels so many 
of us is a poisonous and corrosive 
force that can eventually destroy us 
unless we find the antidote. And the 
compulsion to find that antidote can 
itself play into the self-destruction. 

Every once in a while we have a 
conversation that we just can’t shake. 
Last summer I had one with my 
spiritual director that was like that. 
We had been reflecting on the way 
God rushes into our lives when we 
open the door even just a tiny crack. 
I don’t remember why, but I was 
fumbling around trying to rationalize 
my difficulty in opening the door to 
God, my difficulty in pausing (much 
less stopping) in the midst of the day 
to pray even for a few minutes. My 
spiritual director reflected almost 
casually (but thoughtfully) that the 
reason I had a hard time doing this 
seemed pretty obvious. “You’re a 
Pelagian.” 

Now, Pelagianism is one of the 
nastiest charges you can lay at the 
door of a Calvinist. And I am a Cal-

vinist, though I’ll leave it to another 
occasion to explore what I mean by 
that. Pelagianism was the ancient 
heresy that held, basically, that we are 
saved by our works, that salvation 
depends, either ultimately or to large 
measure, on human effort. 

I told my spiritual director that 
he must be mistaken. After all, that 
very weekend I would be preaching 
in Cincinnati, and my sermon spe¬ 
cifically (and explicitly) spoke against 
Pelagianism. He just smiled. 

It took me awhile to accept the 
truth that he was right. So, I did what 
any self-respecting seminary profes¬ 
sor would do, I pulled St. Augustine's 
treatises and letters against Pela¬ 
gianism down from my shelf and I 
re-read some of them. From a Pela¬ 
gian perspective, it was the perfect 
response. If you are anxious about 
your spiritual health, you should get 
busy, that is, if you are a Pelagian! If 
you are a Pelagian, and you feel your 
spiritual dis-ease, you will double¬ 
down with serious effort, or you will 
try to distract yourself busily by any 
means available (including the read¬ 
ing of theology or practicing of reli¬ 
gion) so that you don’t have to face 
reality. And the reality you are avoid¬ 
ing is the rather glorious good news 
that is wrapped in the enigma of our 
human vulnerability - which is also, 
ironically, the source of our anxiety 
- that we are frail creatures of dust 
and feeble as frail; and frail creatures 
that we are, we are created just a tad 
lower than the angels, in the likeness 
and image of the Creator of this vast, 
marvelous and mysterious universe. 
Such a self-appraisal might properly 
result in peals of laughter, musings 
upon the irony of being a creature on 
the boundary of heaven and earth, 
and wonder at the marvelous and 
truly strange ways of God for entrust¬ 
ing so much to such creatures as we 
are. But Pelagians have a really hard

They are deadly serious. Anxiety 
makes them so. 

The antidote to anxiety (includ¬ 
ing the anxiety that cloaks itself in 
the garments of Pelagianism and 
drives Pelagians across the threshold 
of despair and destruction) is God’s 
grace. That is the only real antidote. 
God’s grace is not a general principle 
of life. God’s grace is the personal 
love, mercy, forgiveness of God 
poured out upon any and every 
human being. And God’s grace 
invites and prepares us, opens us to 
its reality, makes us ready and willing 
to receive it. And opening every pos¬ 
sible aperture to our souls, it rolls like 
an ocean right through whatever tiny 
cracks are available. What is required 
of us is what is required of any empty 
vessel, said one Puritan writer, that 
we just let God fill us up. 

Marilynne Robinson, toward the 
end of “Facing Reality” asks: “What 
if we understood our vulnerabilities 
to mean we are human, and so are 
our friends and our enemies, and so 
are our cities and books and gardens, 
our inspirations, our errors. We weep 
human tears, like Hamlet, like Hecu¬ 
ba. If the universe is only all we have 
so far seen, we are its great marvel. 
This being human - people have 
loved it through plague and famine 
and siege. And Dante, who knew the 
world about suffering, had a place in 
hell for people who were grave when 
they might have rejoiced” (M.R., The 
Death of Adam, p. 86). 

The grace of God makes it possi¬ 
ble for us to laugh at ourselves and 
rejoice in the face of reality, a lot like 
the little boy who sat beside me more 
than a score of years ago, smiling and 
laughing as he sang about that strange 
bubbling in his soul.

Next year’s home garden starts 


now 

You may be delighted to put 
gardening behind you for the 
season, but fall is the time to 
manage and prevent disease in 
next year’s garden. Summer crops 
may still be standing, even after 
being killed by heavy frosts and 
cold temperatures. At this time, 
you can take preemptive mea¬ 
sures to help ensure a successful 
and bountiful garden next season. 
Cleaning things up in the fall can 
help cut back on disease in the 
following harvest season. Many 
pathogens responsible for diseases 
commonly seen in home gardens 
can overwinter or survive between 
crops on equipment and plant 
residue. Here are tips to prevent 
the spread of disease and be ready 
for the next growing season: 

Remove old plant debris and 
trash from the garden or green¬ 
house and burn or bury it. Thor¬ 
oughly clean tools and equipment 
and sanitize with disinfectant. 
(This is also a good time to oil 
shovels and other blades to pre¬ 
vent rust.) 

Turn dead plant matter under 
as soon as you are finished with 
the garden. Several plant patho¬ 
gens can survive in these residues 
during the winter, and they can 
threaten next year’s crops. Plow¬ 
ing them under now allows more 
time for plant matter to break 
down and the pathogens to die. 
Rotation is another powerful tool 
that should be implemented to 


prevent disease. Rotation slows 
the buildup of pathogens in the 
vegetable garden, preventing 
problems in the long run. For 
best results, avoid planting the 
same or closely related crop spe¬ 
cies in the same place more than 
once every three years. 

Even though spring is months 
away, start thinking about what 
you’ll grow and where it will go in 
the garden. Making notes of vari¬ 
ety, placement and yield from the 
past season while it is fresh in 
your mind is especially useful, 
since it is easy to forget the details 
over the long winter months. 

Also start mulling over the 
varieties you are likely to plant. 
Resistant varieties can significant¬ 
ly reduce or eliminate damage 
from disease and can allow a gar¬ 
dener to lower (or possibly elimi¬ 
nate) use of fungicide for a par¬ 
ticular crop. Do keep in mind 
that resistant varieties do not 
eliminate disease. Consult your 
seed supplier or catalog for more 
information. 

A garden does take planning 
and careful consideration, but 
successful disease management 
begins with the few simple steps 
outlined above. If you start now, 
you’ll have built a strong founda¬ 
tion for a successful disease man¬ 
agement program in your home 
garden.

Blog postings are related 
to topics UK undergraduates are 
learning in an intermediate finan¬ 
cial education class, and at least 
one entry elaborates on the week¬ 
ly financial management topic 
sent by UK extension specialists 
to educators. 

The blog is accessible to any¬ 
one, but is targeted toward young 


adults. In addition to financial 
information, it includes informa¬ 
tion on topics related to civic 
engagement, analytical skills, 
social media, health and how 
each affects individual and family 
financial well-being. 

For the past 11 years, UK
